In reply, Batruni does further disclose that it is well-known to an artisan to use an 
IDSL when IDSN technologies are applied to DSL {col.1, lines 21-23, 63-col.2, line 1} wherein the IDSL transferring at rate 128kbps {as 
claimed) for transmitting voice information between touch-tone phones. Also, although ADSL being preferred over IDSL when 
transmitting video, but It would have been irrelevant if the system is ISDN (e.g., touch-tone phones) for transmitting voice data only which 
required a relatively low volume of data transfer {col.2, lines 30-32}not using IDSL and thus, it would have been obvious to an artisan 
using IDSL over ADSL when the system is ISDN (i.e., touch-tone phones) for cost-saving purposes to not utilize advanced and high cost 
system such as ADSL when unnecessary required. 
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
